As one afte r another of the German j 
allies crumbles before the strength of J 
the nations allied against them, the j 
stronger rose the feeling that only un- i 
qualified surrender should be the order 
of the Versailles conference meeting 
today to formulate an armistice pro- I 
gram. 
Sooner or later, Germany w ill be I 
brought to these terms. 
It she does j 
not yield, officials here deciare she 
may be able to fight on fo r years with­ 
in her own borders. 
Should she ca­ 
pitulate, peace will ensue. 
Austria 
has sued 
for a separate 
peace. 
Turkey is reported to have 
done likewise. 
The oppressed nation­ 
alities 
of 
Austria 
have 
demanded 
peace and th eir independence. 
Aus­ 
tria has sent word to President W il­ 
son that she abides by his determina­ 
tion to give these separate nations 
w hat they want. 
Meantime, 
America and her asso­ 
ciates in the war are driving ahead 
w ith their plans for a complete mili- 
tary victory.

Under the proposed amendment a city could acquire 
any property abutting on a projected improvement at 
its full value at the time of acquisition.

The city may avoid leaving valueless fragments 
of land. 
The whole frontage can be replatted and the 
maximum of building space secured by the community.

By imposing proper restrictions the city can con­ 
trol the character of buildings along the improvement,

F’roperty may afterward be sold at Increased 
value to pay for or to help pay for the improvement. This 
relieves the tax payer of part of the burden otherwise 
wholly his. 
The community gets the advantage of the 
value it has created. 
When such excess acquisition is not advantageous, 
no excess need be acquired. 
Powers under this amend­ 
ment are to be used when the city council thinks wise 
and not otherwise, and are safeguarded by procedure 
prescribed by the legislature. 
The powers granted by this amendment are possessed 
by cities in several of our States, notably New York, 
Rhode Island, Wisconsin, Massachusetts and Ohio.

Lexington to Lahayeville, the Alamo to A Prem ont, 
the story is the same—“the flag that sets you free.”

and for others.

In all our discussions of peace terms, Americans 
should never lose sight of th e fact that Germany 
must pay for the damage she has done in invaded 
countries, and that nothing m ust be allowed to inter­ 
fere with that payment. 
There is a popular im pression now that if the 
German people promptly overthrow their government 
and establish a responsible dem ocratic government, 
they will be allowed to evade the natural penalties 
incurred by Germany in the w ar she has waged 
against innocent nations. 
Some penalties, no doubt, the German people 
may escape or soften, if they act w ith sufficient 
celerity and honesty, but surely* the allied govern­ 
ments do not intend, and the allied peoples should 
not permit it if they did intend, that by so doing the 
German nation may avoid its ju s t war bills. 
There must be reparation to France and Belgium, 
and to other nations whose cities Germany has de­ 
stroyed and whose lands she has ravaged without 
provocation. 
If the property of the Hohenzollerns 
and their fellow-freebooters is taken by an awakened 
people and applied to that purpose, well and good 
But it will not go far. T here are many billions to 
pay.

Such commissions as the Railroad Commission 
and Industrial Accident Commission will receive my 
hearty support. 
But we have a large number of smaller commis­ 
sions that may well be consolidated in the interest of 
economy. 
The plan proposed by Secretary of the Interior 
Franklin K. Lane for providing homes for returning 
soldiers should be carried out. 
* 
I favor good roads, and as governor I shall work 
to complete and extend the present road system. 
^ California cannot be developed without capital, 
and it will be my constant policy to encourage in­ 
vestments in this State, and to afford equal protec­ 
tion to those investments when made. Every legiti­ 
mate business will be met with a smile and not a 
-frown. 
All vandalism must be destroyed in California, 
and every I. W. W. in the State that believes in 
“direct action” or plots against the peace or security 
of the State or Nation should be promptly brought 
to justice and meted drastic punishment. 
I have always believed in organized labor. It has 
immeasurably improved the condition of the masses, 
promoted the well-being of society, and afforded a 
means by which a better understanding could be 
secured between the co-operative forces of labor and 
capital. 
I voted for equal suffrage in California, and I am 
strongly in favor of the constitutional amendment 
granting national woman’s suffrage.

the Mexicans. Failure to take care of 
themselves, crowded and 
Insanitary 
conditions in their homes and the fact 
that the Mexicans as a rule have less 
than the usual resistance to a disease 
of this sort are factors in the situation 
that makes the disease 
more deadly 
among them.
